Sir: 

Applicant petitions the Commissioner to withdraw any holding of 
abandonment under 37 CFR § 1.181(a), acknowledge the pendency of the application, and 
continue the examination for the following reasons. 

MPEP § 71 1.03(c) n states that where an Official Action has never been received 
by Applicant, a Petition To Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 CFR § 1.181 is 
appropriate.
